ublic hearings before the Dracut Board of 
Piscean on whether to issue a special 
permit to Constellation Power Corpora- 
tion to build the Nickel Hill Energy plant closed 
last week. 

But that doesn’t mean the issue is decided 
yet. Now the board members will discuss the 
matter at length. 

According to a spokesperson for the Dracut 
selectmen’s office, the board has scheduled four 
meetings — on Nov. 16, 17, 22 and 29 — to dis- 
cuss the issue. 

Laura Jordan, of the Andover-based Merri- 
mack Valley Residents for the Environment 
(MVRE), a local group opposed to the plant, 
attended many of the public hearings. 

MVRE’s concerns about the plant include 
the noise level, use of formaldehyde, oil as a 
back-up fuel source, property tax protections, 
the use of SCONOx technology and visibility of

Andover Police Sgt. Lee J. 
Britton was among 38 law 
enforcement officials to complete 
a three-week Command Training 
Program on Nov. 5. The program 
was held at the New England 
Institute of Law Enforcement 
Management at Babson College 
and sponsored by the New Eng- 
land Association of Chiefs of 
Police. 

The training program teaches 
effective management practices 
to command officers. Command 
training concentrates on the 
operational aspects of the com- 
mand officer’s responsibilities 
including problem-solving, com- 
munity policing and leadership.

Bill would let vets 
get HS diplomas 


Andover State Senator Sue Tucker 
announced the unanimous Senate pas- 
sage of a bill that would enable World War 
II veterans who left high to school to fight 
in the war to obtain high school diplomas. 

During World War II, many young 
men left high school to serve in the mili- 
tary and for whatever personal reasons, 
did not return to school after the war or 
take advantage of the GI Bill to complete 
their education. 

“I was honored to co-sponsor this bill 
on behalf of all the World War II veterans 
living in Andover,” Tucker said. “With 
Veterans Day approaching, I cannot think 
of a better time to pass this legislation rec- 
ognizing the immense personal sacrifices 
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made by the men and women who have 
honorably served in the military.” 

Senate Bill 1972 enables any school 
committee throughout Massachusetts to 
provide high school diplomas to any vet- 
eran who left high school for the primary 
purpose of enlisting in the military dur- 
ing WWII, and who was honorably dis- 
charged when their service was complete. 

The bill will advance to the House of 
Representatives for consideration. 


State to help

He noted that it is the responsibility of 
his Division of Local Mandates (DLM) to 
determine how much the state must pay 
to implement state mandates.

Senator 
No-show 


He was “called to Washington.” 

US. Senator Ted Kennedy had been 
booked for weeks to deliver the keynote 
address Monday morning at the Salute to 
Veterans Breakfast in Andover. It’s always 
a Special event, but this one was even more 
- special than usual, since it featured a video 
tribute to a “Generation of Heroes” — the 
men and women who fought in World War 
II. 

So in honor of that special tribute, the 
sponsors thought it would be nice to have 
somebody really prominent as a speaker— 
the senior senator from Massachusetts. 

But, after waiting from 7:45 to 9:15, the 
capacity crowd was told he’d been “‘called to 
Washington.” 

Half the brochure for the event was 
about Ted Kennedy. There was a nice — a 
very nice — photo of the senator, looking 
youthful, clear-eyed and very trim, with a 
lengthy bio sketch talking about all the 
great things he has done in health care, edu- 
cation, civil rights, the environment and for 
senior citizens. 

But, with deepest apologies, the senator’s 
office first reported he had been “delayed,” 
and then after a few substitute speakers had 
offered ruminations on the meaning of Vet- 
erans Day, came word that he had been 
“called to Washington.” 

Perhaps there was indeed some very 
important business that required 
Kennedy’s attention in Washington. If so, 
the crowd never heard what it was. It would 
have been nice to know, since they had all 
turned out to hear him speak about how 
much veterans mean to us. Yes, Andover is 
far removed from the halls of Congress, but 
Veterans Day is still rather important busi- 
ness out here in the small towns. 

And the word around the tables, from a 
couple of local legislators, was that 
Kennedy hadn’t really been “called to 
Washington.” He’d never even left. 

It makes one wonder why a politician of 
his stature even accepts engagements like 
this, when they can apparently be so easily 
broken. It makes one wonder why his staff 
couldn’t have been a bit more up front, and 
told organizers the night before that 
Kennedy wasn’t coming. That would have 
been less insulting. 

It makes one wonder, if this were an elec- 
tion year and he had somebody like Bill 
Weld or Mitt Romney giving him a bit of a 
push, if somehow he would have found the 
time to keep a commitment like this. 

But most of all, it makes one wonder if, 
for Ted Kennedy, being a politician is now 
more about him that it is about us.

Maybe you just had to be there. 

Most of the time, that line gets 
used when somebody is telling a story 
about some situation they think is 
hilarious, and it falls flat. 

But I’m thinking it applies to Vet- 
erans Day observances as well. 
Maybe you just had to be there — in 
the war, I mean. 

Of course, that’s why our grandfa- 
thers and grandmothers who fought 
in World War II (and younger veter- 
ans from Korea, Vietnam and other 
conflicts) did what they did — so we 
wouldn’t have to be there. 

And certainly there are continuing 
expressions of thanks from those who 
weren’t there to those who were. Gov- 
ernment offers generous benefits to 
veterans. We create war memorials. 
There are holidays, like the one we 
celebrate this week, set aside to honor 
those whose sacrifice made possible a 
lifestyle unprecedented in history. 

Still, it is one of the great ironies of 
the century that the magnitude of 


that sacrifice still remains, in many 
ways, so unknown except to those 
who were there. It is a great irony 
that we who are the prime beneficia- 
ries of not having to be there can 
never truly understand what they 
did. 

It is a great irony that, except for 
these formal observances, the war 
veteran is less and less in the public 
consciousness. Yes, we know there 
was a terrible war back about 60 
years ago, but that was then, and 
we're really busy right now trying 
out this new software program, dri- 
ving our kids to soccer or planning 
our weekend. 

Because while it is not a stretch to 
say, aS many have in recent years, 
that this generation “saved the 
world,” it seems it is harder and hard- 
er to see that today. 

At Monday’s Salute to Veterans 
Breakfast, when the World War II vet- 
erans were asked to stand, most of 
them did it proudly, but rather slow- 
ly. They are increasingly frail. They 
don’t look like a threat to anybody, let 
alone powerful enough to stop a Nazi 
war machine or a Japanese air 
attack. 

So it is important to be regularly 
reminded of who they were and what 
they did. 

It’s good to be reminded that these 
men and women, now in the twilight 
of life, were as young as some of the 
high school ROTC members who 


showed up at Monday’s breakfast, 
well scrubbed and sharp in their 
green uniforms. They were just as 
young, clear eyed, well-muscled and 
well-coordinated. And just as vulner- 
able. 

Ask any parent with a high school 
junior or senior at home how they’d 
feel about their son or daughter cross- 
ing the sea to fight a despotic maniac 
bent on destroying a race of people 
and dominating the rest of the world 
in the process. 

“Are you crazy? They’re just kids,” 
would be the likely response. 

And that is the point. They were 
just kids when they went off and 
saved the world. 

It’s good to be reminded, at a time 
when people are bent on magnifying 
every disagreement or trivial insult 
into alleged “hate speech,” that this 
generation confronted the real thing 
— implacable hate speech put into 
action. 

It is good to be reminded, at a time 
of parades and pageantry, that the 
World War II generation was, as one 
speaker put it, “summoned from the 
parade ground and told to prepare for 
war.” 

At an age when today’s genera- 
tion’s biggest worry is where to go to 
college, their worry was survival. 
While today’s generation is wooed by 
Internet startups with the promise of 
stock options and a possible quick

No proof that 
new power plants 
will drive out old 


Editor, Townsman: 

Hubert Humphrey said, “Unfortu- 
nately, our affluent society has also 
been an effluent society.” Things 
haven’t changed much since his time. 

Power plants have long been recog- 
nized as one of the major contributors 
to pollution in the world. Yet, there are 
now proposals for around a dozen very 
large new power plants in the Com- 
monwealth. Pretty soon Massachusetts 
is going to look like Oklahoma, except 
instead of oil derricks, we'll have 
smokestacks and cooling towers dot- 
ting the landscape. 

These plants bring a promise of 
money to the commonwealth. If they 
replaced the older, dirtier plants, then 
there would also be a promise of clean- 
er air for the commonwealth as well. 

Unfortunately, there is no plan in 
Massachusetts to close the older, dirti- 
er plants. In their haste to deregulate 
electric power production, the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature either neglected or 
forgot to come up with a plan for the 
older plants that cleans them up, buys 
them out, phases them out or elimi- 
nates them in some way. 

Those who claim to be in the know 
say that the market will drive the old 
plants out. This is an unprovable 
assumption, not a fact. There has not 


been one shred of proof provided any- 
where that shows these new plants 
winning a competitive bid with older, 
dirtier plants. Unless something is 
done differently in this state, nothing 
about pollution by power plants will 
change and, in fact, things can only ge 
worse. * 


How, you ask, does that affect me? 
Last summer, there were 22 days of ele- 
vated ozone levels in Massachusetts. 
This ozone translates into distress for 
anyone with diminished lung capacity. 
The EPA has shown that in the last 10 
years, one of the main precursors of 
ozone — nitrous oxide — has increased 


in this country. Why should you care? 
Those who are paid to watch over the 
state’s health are beginning to, for one. 

The Massachusetts Department of 
Public Health just proposed a $250,000 
study to see what may be causing the 
increasingly high incidence of asthma 
in the Merrimack Valley. This is an 
area that is an unwilling host to three 
highly polluting waste incinerators 
already. Two of these incinerators are 
electric co-generation plants, whose 
promise of self-sufficiency, so highly 
touted by the state Legislature at the 
time of their construction, have fallen 
woefully short in all areas but pollu- 
tion. 

On top of all this, one of the giant 
power plants being proposed is to be 
located right in the middle of this trou- 
bled area, in Dracut. The callousness 
with which people’s lives are being 
threatened by insensitive sitings such 
as the one in Dracut is unacceptable. 
This should be the concern of all of us 
who live here in Massachusetts 
because the same thing is happening 
all over the state. We who live here 
have to breathe the air. Others can look 
the other way, but the air affected by 
these plants will still reach us, our 
loved ones and everyone in the commu- 
nities we live in. 

Massachusetts should be able to 
improve its economy by any legitimate 
means necessary, but not at the cost of 
the health of its citizens. If someone 
chokes you with his hands, he could, 
and should, go to jail. If the power 
plants choke us with their smoke, the 
owners turn away and say, “The DEP 
says it’s OK.” Is this right? Further- 
more, is pollution for profit justifiable? 

Perhaps, when we didn’t know what 
pollution did, it was. Now, however, at 
the end of the 20th century, no one can 
pretend that they don’t know what at 
least some of the effects of this pollu- 
tion are. 

Building these new power plants 
without having a plan to eliminate the 
older plants is selfish, irresponsible 
and wrong. It will scar the landscape 
and leave a legacy of blight from which 
this beautiful corner of New England 
will not soon recover. One need not 
look far in Massachusetts to see the 
ruins of former industries that once 
proudly built money-making mon- 
strosities that now remain as idle eye- 
sores in the communities they aban- 
doned. 

Moreover, the money received will 
never be able to replace the beauty that 
is destroyed by these developments. 

The land is given in trust to us by 
past generations. We are able to pass 
this trust on intact only if we have 
respect for it. This is not respect. This 
is depredation in the name of money. Is 
this the legacy which we wish to pass 
on to helpless generations yet unborn? 
I hope not.

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Selectmen gather commitments for conservation land

Selectman Lori Becker says selectmen plan 
to be less conservative about improving the 
conservation land in town. 

Becker says selectmen intend to collect on 
about 25 commitments from developers who 


have promised to donate land to the town as 
part of a cluster-development agreement. 
Selectmen accepted five parcels late last 
month, at no cost to the town, including: 
* about eight acres near Hyatt Crossing, off 
Beacon Street and Noel Road; 
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* 6.6 acres near Belmont Park, 
off Tewksbury Street and Garfield 
Lane West; 

¢ about 11.5 acres near Devon- 
shire Place, off Beacon Street, 
Devonshire Place and Lenox Cir- 
cle; 

¢ about 3.3 acres called Preston 
Circle Open Space, off Lowell 
Street and Preston Circle; and 

* about one-fifth of an acre, near 
Warwick Estates, off Stafford Lane 
and Warwick Circle. 

In related news, conservation 
agent Jim Greer says the town has 
started a pilot program to mark 
the entrances to conservation 
land. A small, approximately four- 
inch sign will be set on the end of 
wooden posts at entrances to 
about eight parcels of conserva- 
tion land. 

“These are picked somewhat at 
random. But they all have narrow

Ballardvale United reaches out to gays/lesbians 
Is The Bible Really Anti-Gay? 


The Bible has long been used to justify exclusion and persecution of gay men and lesbians. 
Learn why this message is actually a betrayal of Scripture.

. While the debate over whether the Bible 
condemns homosexuality continues to 
rage in churches across the country, it is 
over as far as Dr. David A. Yegerlehner is 
concerned. 

It’s essentially over as far as the congre- 
gation of the Ballardvale United Church is 
concerned as well. It was 1994 when the 
church voted to become a so-called “recon- 
ciling congregation,” or one that welcomes 
gays and lesbians without urging them to 
seek to change their sexual preference. 

And that was the theme of a weekend 
celebration held last month at Ballardvale 
United for about 15 reconciling congrega- 
tions of the New England Conference of the 
United Methodist Church, where 
Yegerlehner was the keynote speaker. 

Willard Robinson, of Summer Street, a 
Ballardvale United Church member who 
chairs the Committee on Reconciling Min- 
istries for the New England Conference, 
says this is the second such conference. 

“We had the first one to draw together 
the congregations that had made this deci- 
sion,” he says, “and this one was a chance 
to do that again, but also a place for those 
from other congregations who are consid- 
ering studying the issue. 

Yegerlehner, who has a doctorate in 
biblical studies from Boston University 
and was a United Methodist minister for 10 
years, spoke on the topic, “Is the Bible real- 
ly anti-gay?” 

For Yegerlehner, a gay man, the answer 
is an emphatic “no.” And he says he hopes 
society in general will come to that conclu- 
sion as well. 

“Homosexuality as an illness is fading 
as a model,” he says from his home in New 
York City. “Homosexuality as unnatural is 
also fading as a model. But the model that 
is going to fade the slowest is the sin 
model.” 

Yegerlehner, who summarized his lec- 
tures at Ballardvale United, says he takes a 
strategic approach to discussing the issue 
with those who are willing to listen. “I 
never begin by saying the Bible is wrong,” 
he says. “Instead, I take the offensive. I ask 
them to show me the text (that declares 
homosexuality a sin), and then let’s read it 
together. 

“T also ask for a couple ground rules — 
to observe the rules of fair play, because 
every case where a Bible verse is used to 
call homosexuality a sin violates fair play;

and to not be bound by English transla- 
tions, which are notoriously off-base.” 

Yegerlehner says the Old Testament 
story about Sodom and Gomorrah does not 
condemn homosexuality, but rape. 

“And it’s the heteros who come off look- 
ing worse,” he says, noting that Lot offered 
his daughters to the crowd outside his 
door. 

In what he calls the “granddaddy” texts 
in Leviticus, which condemn homosexual 
practice on pain of death, Yegerlehner says 
he asks those who point to that text “to 
convince me that they consider Leviticus 
binding,” since it is also filled with strict 
dietary laws, rules about animal sacrifice 
and other things that are no longer 
observed by Christians. 

In the New Testament, Yegerlehner 
says he’s willing to agree that St. Paul “dis- 
approved of homoerotic acts.” But he con- 
tends that Paul also disapproved of hetero- 
sexual marriage. 

“I have a whole two pages of verses, 
where he (Paul) says things like ‘It is better 
for a man not to touch a woman,’ and if 
you’re married, to act like you’re not mar- 
ried. 

“He’s down on marriage and family,” he 
says, adding that one of the reasons Paul 
allows for getting married is that it is bet- 
ter to do that than to “burn with lust.” 

“If a couple comes in for premarital 
counseling and says ‘Father, we’re horny,’ 


do you think the church is going to look on 
that as a good reason to marry?” he asks. 

Yegerlehner says he is convinced that 
Paul was speaking to the Roman culture of 
the time, not to every generation to follow. 
But beyond that, he says Paul was incon- 
sistent. “He’s contradictory,” he says. 
“There are more than 200 different inter- 
pretations of what he wrote.” 

Does that then mean that it’s not worth 
paying attention to anything in the Bible, 
since it’s so open to interpretation? 

Yegerlehner says he believes people 
should pay attention to the “major 
themes” of justice and compassion, rather 
than take certain teaching literally. 

“If your pastor got up and recommend- 
ed that we move back to slavery, what do 
you think people would say?” he asks. 

And finally, he says the Bible’s teaching 
on marriage is “the last thing anti-gay 
forces should use, since they have so obvi- 
ously ignored the teaching on divorce.” 

Even the argument that children need a 
mother and father is flawed, he says. 
“Look at all the dysfunctional heterosexual 
families there are,” he says. “The issue is 
not so much the gender of the parents as it 
is love.” 

Yegerlehner says most gays are not 
seeking special rights, but they don’t want 
their spirituality denied, and they want 
equal treatment. 

“What's the biggest gay and lesbian 


organization in the country? A church,” he 
says, pointing to the Metropolitan Commu- 
nity Church. 

He says he “came out” after going 
through a divorce and concluding he did- 
n’t want “a life where I have to lie.” 

“That’s the strangest thing of all,” he 
says. “The church will tolerate gay clergy 
as long as they keep quiet about it. Essen- 
tially they’re saying ‘Please lie to us.’ It’s 
the same as ‘Don’t ask, don’t tell.’”” 

Yegerlehner says he and his husband, 
David Panpandozzi, have two grown chil- 
dren, and are featured in a book just pub- 
lished by Pilgrim Press called When love 
lasts forever: Male couples celebrate commit- 
ment.

Ballardvale United, which is affiliated 
with both the United Methodist Confer- 
ence and the United Church of Christ, 
made the decision to welcome gays and les- 
bians on its own. 

“The Methodist Church has been very 
conflicted over the issue,” Robinson says, 
“but this (vote) is not something we’ve 
been directed to do or not to do.” 

He says, however, that the Methodist 
General Conference, the only body that 
speaks for the entire church, has voted to 
declare that homosexuality is “inconsis- 
tent with biblical teaching,” and also 
passed legislation forbidding the ordina- 
tion of practicing homosexuals, and from 
performing marriage or “holy union” cere- 
monies. 

Therefore, the “reconciling” movement 
is not officially sanctioned by the 
Methodist General Conference. In fact, 
congregations are actually instructed not 
to use the term “reconciling,” but to call 
themselves “welcoming” congregations 
instead. 

“Tt remains a very hot issue,” Robinson 
says. 

Some Methodist congregations are part 
of a movement called “transforming” con- 
gregations. This means that gays and les- 
bians are welcome, but are urged to for- 
sake homosexuality. 

Robinson says after the 1994 vote, “a 
couple of families left.” But since then, he 
says there has been general acceptance of 
the stance. 

The current minister, Rev. Judith 
Kohatsu, was not here at the time of the 
1994 vote, “but she supports it,” Robinson 
says 


Selectmen approve AT&T takeover of MediaOne 


Andover Selectmen voted unanimously Monday 
night to accept the name change of cable provider 
MediaOne to AT&T. 

AT&T bought MediaOne, and will provide cable 
and Internet service as of January. 

Andover Cable Advisory Chairman Jack 
Dempsey says the change, like all the changes before 
it, won’t have much affect on cable viewing in 
Andover. 

Cable providers to Andover have changed five 
times since 1986 says Bob Carr, head of government 
relations for MediaOne. 


Andover’s cable service has been provided by 
Rollins, Heritage, TCI, Continental, USWest and 
MediaOne before it will become AT&T Broadband 
Services. 

Carr says senior citizens discounts offered by 
MediaOne will be available, if not increased, when 
AT&T takes over. Discounts may be available to a 
broader range of people, he says. 

Selectmen added to their motion that by approv- 
ing the name change they are not waiving the right 
to regulate the rates at which Internet connection 
providers are charged to use AT&T’s cable to pro- 


vide Internet, should that option become available. 

Many towns are debating a so-called “open 
access” requirement, a law that would allow any 
Internet service provider, such as America Online, 
to use the fast, broadband cable facilities of a compa- 
ny like AT&T rather than a slower phone line, with- 
out having to pay for it. 

Carr says he believes that if selectmen are to 
debate about whether or not to regulate broadband 
Internet service fees they should do it independently 
of the license renewal.

not provided. Along his 
two-week journey, he met 
many Russians who were 
willing to help soldiers 
get where they were 
going. 

“There was a_ high 
level of humanity and 
kindness. People were 
unified in purpose,” he 
says, but adds that such 
sentiments did not pre- 
vent war. 

“Germans were the 
enemy. It was really so. I don’t idealize this 
time,” he says. 

After three years of studying physics at 
Moscow University, Yerozolimsky was sent to 
Jukovsky Academy, a scientific military 
school, to be trained in radar systems. 

Drafted on June 20, 1941, Yerozolimsky was 
one of the first engineering graduates of the 
military academy. He spent three months at 
the fourth Ukrainian front in charge of the 
radar systems on 30 planes called Air Cobras 
— heavy American fighter planes designed to 
fire cannons at German bombers. 

The altimeter on Air Cobras worked by 
radar, and was precise within 10 centimeters, 
Yerozolimsky says, noting that such accuracy 
was not possible before radar was invented. 

A bit like the Maytag repairman, Yero- 
zolimsky never had a chance to repair any 
radar systems on those planes since none of 
them needed work during his duty there. 


Then — The 
soldier in 1942. 
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But stationed at another base 
later in the war, Yerozolimsky 
worked on a B-29 bomber that 
had landed in Russia on its way 
to Japan. 

“It was a miraculous combi- 
nation of various techniques,” 
he says of the B-29. 

The Russian army had orders 
from Stalin to duplicate the 
bomber, which meant Russian 
manufacturers would have to 
begin producing things for the 
first time, such as vacuum tubes, 
resistors and capacitors. And 
they did it, Yerozolimsky says, 
with not one page from a manual 
or a word of instruction. 

Stalin was smart to make 
such demands of the country, 
since the push led to expansion 
of the electronics field. 

“It was so effective, it was a 
way to make a mighty jump for 
industry,” says Yerozolimsky. 

After the war he returned to 
Moscow University and graduat- 
ed from in 1947 with a degree in 
nuclear physics. 

He studied with Kurchatov, a 
famed nuclear scientist 
described as the Russian Oppen- 
heimer, and went on to become a 
professor of nuclear physics. 

After arriving in America in

Vandewalle says that while states claim they 
are winning settlements against tobacco compa- 
nies, it is really the average smoker who will 
pay for the settlements in the form of higher 
prices. 

“It’s all taxes and unfair taxation just because 
some do-gooders want us to quit. What do they 
care? They don’t pay for it,” she says. “I don’t 
ask other people to take care of their habits. I 
mind my own business. They’re taking away our 
rights to give someone else their rights.” 

But if Vandewalle and others remain some- 
what resentful of anti-smoking efforts, the Can- 
cer Society is proud that adult smoking has 
declined from 35 to 24 percent since the Smoke- 
out started in 1977. It believes it has helped the 
country become a healthier place to live. 

Yet there is still plenty of reason for people to 
stop smoking, it says. One in five Americans 
still die every year from tobacco use, claims the 
Society, adding that 53,000 people die annually 
from second-hand smoke. 

Children of parents who smoke suffer from 
increased ear infections and asthma, says Ginny 
MacDonald, a regional ACS communications 
executive. All of these are reasons for public out- 
rage, she says. 

But Vandewalle says she’s heard such statis- 
tics before, and is unconvinced. 

“T’ve raised two children, healthy as can be. If 
that were true, my sons would have been affect- 
ed and they’re not. I don’t need any other proof,” 
she says before laughing, “Plus, a lot of these 
people who are complaining would be dead.” 

“If people don’t want to believe that, you can’t 
make them believe it. But the data’s very com- 
pelling,” says Diane Pickles, Andover’s Healthy 
Communities program director. 

Pickles says that before a smoking ban was 
instituted in San Francisco, 74 percent of bar- 
tenders there reported having respiratory prob- 
lems such as wheezing, shortness of breath or 
morning cough. After the ban was instituted, 23 
percent of those who earlier had problems 
reported that they no longer did, she says. 

“If second-hand smoke were merely an 
annoyance, boards of health would not be regu- 
lating it,” she says. “Obviously, not everyone is 
going to get asthma or bronchitis, but studies 
consistently show that there’s higher rates of

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those illnesses among those exposed to 
second-hand smoke.” 


Help available 

While Vandewalle may argue the 
dangers of second-hand smoke, even 
she admits she’s tried to quit in the 
past, because of the danger to herself — 
and because “they must have been after 
me at that time too.” 

“But I find it relaxes me,” she says of 
smoking. “I gave up on trying to quit 
because I know I can’t. It’s too late for 
me to quit. If ’'m going to die, I’m going 
to die of something. My day will come 
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like anyone else’s.” 

But the American Cancer Society 
says that stopping smoking has almost 
immediate benefits. After 24 hours of 
smoke-free living, a person’s chance of 
a heart attack decreases, for instance. 

A quick trip around the downtown 
during any brisk autumn afternoon 
reveals plenty of smokers on the steps 
of homes or under the awnings of busi- 
nesses burning butts. Pickles indicates 
many want help in stopping. 

“We're always seeing people looking 
to quit,” says Pickles. “It’s very hard to 
quit smoking. There’s some people who 
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will probably never quit. But I think 
there are other people who have tried 
many times to quit, and anything that 
serves as a reminder, or plants a seed 
with people is a good thing.” 

Healthy Communities will provide 
information on smoking cessation pro- 
grams at both Town Offices and the 
school administration building on Nov. 
18 for the Great American Smokeout. 
There will also be kits to help smokers 
keep their homes and cars smoke-free 
for others.

they recall the years of World War II as a 
time of great losses and victories, and a 
time of hard work. 

Israil Shkolnik spoke through inter- 
preter Alex Shkolnik, his grandson, who is 
a senior at Andover High School. 

As a mechanical engineer in the Russ- 
ian army, Shkolnik was rarely airborne, 
but saw bombings and destruction he says 
he will never forget. 

He lost many friends in 1942, when the 
Germans bombed a dining hall in the air- 
port where he was stationed. 

Shkolnik worked as an engineer on 
bombers that often flew over Berlin after 
dark. Of the 72 planes in his division, 14 of 
them never returned, he says. 

Russians were raised to believe in the 
strength of their army, Shkolnik says, and 
never questioned whether or not they 
would win the war. But more than a mil- 
lion of them died during the Siege of 
Leningrad, when Germans surrounded the 
city for 900 days until January of 1944. Resi- 
dents died of disease and starvation, Rus- 
sians say. 

But once the Russians won their first 
battle after the siege ended, they truly 
believed they could win the war, he says. 


Of all the devastation Shkolnik wit- 
nessed, one memory that is still painful 
today for himself and his family is the 
death of his wife’s brother. 

Ginda Shkolnik’s brother and. Israil 
Shkolnik attended Moscow University in 
1989 at the start of World War IL Two 
months into his studies, Israil Shkolnik 
was drafted, and became a mechanical 
engineer working on bombers, stationed at 
several airports throughout the country. 

Ginda’s brother was drafted to fight in 
the Finnish War (also known as the Winter 
War), and died in battle as a member of the 
drum corps at the age of 18. 

Shkolnik’s own younger brother was 
drafted into the Russian army as a spy, He 
survived, and now lives in Israel. 

Shkolnik says the help of his fellow sol- 
diers and civilians sustained him through 
the war. He was once aboard a plane leav- 
ing an airport being attacked by Germans 
when the plane became stuck in the mud 
while trying to take off. Civilians in the vil- 
lage helped push the plane out of the mud. 
The airport was captured by the Germans 
two days later, Shkolnik says. If villagers 
hadn’t freed the plane, Shkolnik says he 
probably would have been killed. 

During one battle on the front, Russians 
were so close to enemy lines that Shkol- 
nik’s job was to shoot flares over the border 
to show Russian bombers where the 
boundary was to keep them from bombing 
their own territory. 


Enemy lines were shifting as the Rus- 
sians advanced and Germans retreated, 
but many soldiers at the front who helped 
push the lines forward were wounded, and 
carried back past those lines, Shkolnik 
says. 

Many civilians, including Shkolnik’s 
parents and sister, evacuated dangerous 
areas of the country. They were separated 
for a year and a half with no idea of each 
other’s whereabouts before Shkolnik locat- 
ed them after the war through a former 
neighbor. 

Not all civilians could get away from 
battle. Ginda Shkolnik recalls shoveling 
fire bombs off the roof of the factory where 
she worked near Siberia. Each day she 
spent six hours at a factory near Siberia 
producing ammunition, and six hours in 
class. ' 

The Shkolniks, who recently celebrated 
becoming American citizens and gaining 
the right to vote, will also celebrate their 
50th wedding anniversary this year. 

They met after the war when both had 
returned to school, Israil to become an 
engineer, and Ginda to become a doctor. 

Israil Shkolnik went on to become an 
engineer specializing in studies of energy, 
and Ginda Shkolnik practiced medicine in 
Russia for 40 years, she says. Despite being 
homesick, Ginda studies English at the 
Senior Center with a number of Russian- 
speaking friends from the Andover area.

plumes. 

“We continue to press the same issues and ques- 
tions,” Jordan says. 

MVRE’s Sheryl Poole of Andover says she saw 
few Dracut residents attending the hearings. 

“I think a lot of people think this is a foregone 
conclusion, or they are fatigued by the process. It’s 
difficult to maintain that level of energy. There’s a 
lot of burnout,” Poole says. 

Poole and Jordan agree that Dracut selectmen 
were receptive to comments from MVRE. 

“We feel it’s important for everyone in the com- 
munity to be educated and participate,” Poole says. 

MVRE continues to testify as an intervenor at 
Energy Facilities Siting Board hearings with the 
state this month, Poole says. 

The environmental group is planning a fund 
raiser in the near future, Jordan says. While many 
of the attorneys working with them are volunteer- 
ing time, MVRE must pay expert witnesses and 
legal counsel with specialties in engineering and 
environmental issues to make their case. 

“No matter how much research we do or time 
we spend working on understanding the issues or 
technology, our (testimony) doesn’t have as much 
credibility without coming from someone with a 
degree in that field. We have to pay someone with a 
degree to argue what we already know,” she says.

“What happens with community 
theater is they don’t usually have a big 
budget for anything,” she says. “You'll 
see a piece from lots of other shows that 
is cut up and reused.” 

But that technique actually works 
well for a production like Fiddler. 

“Fiddler on the Roof takes place at a 
very poor village in Russia at the turn 
of the century. The people don’t have a 
lot, except each other and tradition,” 
she says. “I wanted to make sure the set 
reflected that feeling.”

Gallery talk: Past meets present 


A gallery talk with painter Laurie Hogin will 
take place at the Addison Gallery of American 
Art in the exhibition Referencing the Past on 
Sunday, Nov. 14 at 2 p.m. The free talk is open to 
the public. 

Hogin is one of several artists in the exhibi- 
tion whose work explores the current use of his- 
torical material in contemporary art. The five 
other artists or pairs featured in this exhibition 
are George Condo, Nicholas Kahn and Richard 
Selesnick, David McGee, John O'Reilly, and 
Elaine Reichek. “The artists appropriate, com- 
bine, and transform historical imagery and lan- 
guage into works that make contemporary 
statements... (and) investigate present-day 
issues of identity, ethnicity, truth, gender, and 
social relations,” says a release from the Addi- 
son. “While each of these artists refer to the 
past, their work is entirely of the present. Light- 
hearted, playful, manipulative, and deadly 
serious, their messages encourage us to look at 
what has been and what is — even what could 
be — with a fresh perspective. 

“Laurie Hogin mines the past for specific 
periods and styles to create allegories for con- 
temporary life. The resemblance of her work to 
Old Master paintings, presented in traditional 
ornate gilt frames, allows the viewer a moment 
of complacency in which we believe we are see- 
ing what we expect to see. Quoting Rubens and 
Flemish allegorical paintings, Mercury in the 
Garden of Proserpine (Et in Arcadia Ego) pre- 
sents us with a lush, richly-colored animal 
painting. However, positioned around a pool in 
a rotting woodland, an albino alligator, a squir- 
rel, and a bat mix it up with a snarling bunny. 
These subversive messages in her work serve to 
expose present-day attitudes toward nature, 
gender, money, and power. 

“David McGee is drawn to the drama, color, 
breadth, and narrative quality of works by 
artists such as Diego Velazquez, Jesepe de Rib- 
era, and Pablo Picasso. By inserting African- 
American figures into well-known works of 
art by these artists and others, his paintings 
comment on the exclusiveness of Western art 
history. 

“In paintings such as U.S. Mail, McGee com- 


ments on cultural tensions suggesting the com- 
plexity of racial stereotypes and the ways in 
which they are perpetuated.” 

Elaine Reicheck employs literary and visual 
representations of Native Americans from the 
19th century onwards. In Ten Little Indians, 
Reicheck addresses the mythologizing aspect of 
history by focusing on the unusual story of 
Grey Owl. Enthralled with romantic stories of 
Indians that he read as a child in Britain, Grey 
Owl, nee Archibald Belaney, emigrated to Cana- 
da in 1906 and adopted the persona of an Ojib- 
way Indian. In this work, the artist has incorpo- 
rated an image of Grey Owl with a row of vests 
she has fabricated from a pattern originally 
marketed by Grey Owl. 

“Despite their beauty, the empty vests are an 
eerie reminder of the fate of Native Americans 
at the hand of white settlers, and underscore the 
distance between romantic versions of history 
and the facts,” says the Addison. 

Nicholas Kahn-and Richard Selesnick blur 
the boundaries between past and present, truth 
and fiction. Their panoramic photographs have 
been antiqued to resemble 19th-century scientif- 
ic field photography and are exhibited along 
with fabricated artifacts and journal entries. 

John O'Reilly meticulously weaves images 
from art history and pop culture with Polaroid 
self-portraits into diminutive photomontages. 
The photomontages act as miniature stages on 
which are played out complex themes of life, 
death, love, religion, and sexual identity. For 
O'Reilly, fusing his image with art and artists 
from the past is a way to defend against feelings 
of isolation, to assert his place in the art world, 
and establish a connection to other artists. As 
can be seen in the way O’Reilly, Picasso, and an 
abstractly painted nude literally connect in a 
joyful dance in Dancing with Picasso. 

In much of George Condo’s work,- tradition 
meets science fiction, fusing the real and imagi- 
nary. Condo’s works range from the quasi-real, 
such as the beautiful red-haired maiden in 
Interchangable Reality whose fairy-tale quality 
is amplifed by the Hieronymus Bosch-like land- 
scape she inhabits, to the alien-like creature in 
Standing Blue Figure with Black Cape.

Warriors fall below .500 with another heartbreaking loss

ANDOVER — Just when the 
Andover High varsity football team 
thought it had seen it all — from Low- 
ell High running back Raunny 
Rosario — along came Chelmsford 
High’s Chris Piscione.

Majority of people will suffer pain at some point 


Oh my aching back! 


By Jennifer Valeri and Michelle Eld 
ly 80 to 90 percent of all 
people will suffer lower back 
pain at some point in their 
lives; close to 20 percent of the 
population will experience back pain on 
a yearly basis. 

And back pain is costly. Estimates 
show more than 80 billion dollars is 
spent because of back pain each year. 

The numbers sound a little glum, but 
according to drkoop.com, it is only 
reasonable. With 24 bones in the spine 
and nearly all of the body’s movements 
dependent on the back in some way, 
there are many opportunities for injury. 

The bony column in the center of our 
backs is, of course, our spine. The spine, 
which forms an “S” shape, is 
surrounded by muscles and ligaments. 
The lower portion of the “S” is 
commonly referred to as the lower back, 
and is where much of the pain people 
complain about is generated. 


Why? 

There are a variety of theories as to 
how the back can become injured. 
According to drkoop.com, there are 
specific conditions that cause pain, such 
as spinal stenosis (a narrowing of the 
spine) which is common in older people, 
or disk herniation, common in middle- 
aged adults, or even trauma from car 
accidents or other traumas. However, 
the source of back pain is oftentimes 
undiagnosed. 

Stress, poor posture and even a lack of 
exercise can all contribute to backaches. 

Back pain can _ cause postural 
problems and can result from postural 
problems. “When your back bothers 
you, you start to compensate for how 
you walk, how you sit,” said David 
Sollars of Acupuncture of North 
Andover. 

Posture is especially a problem for 
people who have sedentary jobs that 
require them to sit at a desk all day. 
“You're making yourself ripe for back 
pain in your lifetime,” said Mr. Sollars. 
One way to remedy this is to take 
frequent stretch breaks. 

Instead of e-mailing a coworker, walk 
over to their desk and give them the 
message yourself. Also, take a stroll 
around your office every so often to 
stretch and get the blood flowing. 

There is another theory of where 
back pain is generated. In his book, “The 
Mind-Body Prescription: Healing the 
Body, Healing the Pain”, Dr. John E. 
Sarno, states backaches, headaches, 
slipped disks, headaches and other 
chronic pain are caused by suppressed 
emotions. Anger, fear, depression, guilt 
and slow self-esteem can signal the brain 
to create physical symptoms. Dr. Sarno 
states in his book that patients who 
accepted the idea that their pain was 
rooted in emotions experienced relief of 
back pain. Addressing the psychological 
and emotional issues can eliminate the 
pain once believed to be only physical, 
according to Dr. Sarno.

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Posturing 
Sue Luby, owner of Sue Luby’s 
BodySense Yoga, Fitness and Wellness 


Center in Andover, believes back 
problems are largely caused by our 
posture. 

“It is not the chair or the car seat,” 
she stated. “It’s how we sit in the chair 
and stand on the job that is the culprit.” 

Ms. Luby points to our daily routine 
of sitting “round-backed” while we 
drive, slouching at our computers and 
sleeping curled in a ball as resulting in 
improper breathing, lack of energy and 
lower back pain. Even sit-ups and 
stomach crunches, while meant to tone 
our stomachs, could be harming our 
backs as we press the spine into an 
unnatural position. 

Ms. Luby teaches the BodySense 
System, a process of working with a 
person’s natural alignment to correct 
unhealthy patterns that stress the body. 
She likens the body to a machine. If a 
bolt or fuel is missing from our vehicles, 
we get it fixed before we drive. But when 
it comes to our bodies, we work in the 
opposite fashion, pushing ourselves 
believing it will “work itself out”. Ms. 
Luby said her biggest message to her 
clients is that they must change their 
behavior in order to help the body 
repair. 

Ms. Luby visits worksites to 
demonstrate proper posture for both 
sitting and standing, to show how simple 
changes in the way we hold our bodies 
can improve breathing. Hunching over 
our computers causes crimping in many 
of our muscles — from necks to shoulders 
to backs — not to mention cutting off our 
breathing. Slouching, we crimp the rib 
cage, collapsing the lungs like an 
accordion. 

There are two good positions for 
sitting at work. First, sit at the edge of 
the seat, with both of your feet firmly 
planted on the ground. The stress is 
removed from the back. The second 
option, if you want to sit farther back in 
the chair, is to slide your backside into 
the chair first. You should sit as though 
your hips are pinned straight to the

chair. 

Sleeping is another problem area for 
some people. Sleeping on our backs can 
be uncomfortable, because you are 
pinching the lower lumbar as you lie on 
your backside. A long rolled-up towel 
placed under your thighs can help avoid 
discomfort. 

Side sleepers should place a rolled-up 
towel in a pillowcase to help the spine 
line in proportion. A pillow or towel 
under both legs will help keep that 
alignment. 

Sleeping on your stomach can cause 
the neck to pinch, leading to headaches 
and migraines. A rolled-up towel under 
the hip bones will ensure the spine isn’t 
overly curved or strained. And, 
regardless of how you sleep, keep your 
arms lowered by your side. Raising 
them can contribute to the pinched 
neck. 

And, when lifting objects, take care to 
squat and use your legs for strength, 
rather than bending at your waist. Keep 
the object close to your body; holding a 
heavy weight out from your body will 
place a lot of pressure on your spine. 


How to help 

Roughly 90 percent of people with a 
back injury should recover within 12 
weeks, according drkoop.com, and very 
few should require surgery. 

Rest, while it seems to ease the pain, 
can be too much of a good thing. A few

days is all that is prescribed. If you are 
dormant for any longer, muscles can get 
out of shape, leaving your body in worse 
shape. Pillows placed either under your 
knees for back sleepers or between your 
knees for side sleepers can add to the 
comfort. 

Obviously, with any pain, medical 
treatment should be sought. A doctor 
could recommend physical therapy to 
create an exercise program, help with 
posture and teach stress relieving 
techniques. 

Medications should be used only 
occasionally, according to drkoop.com, 
as all prescriptions have some warnings. 
The two most common types of 
medications are anti-inflammatories, 
such as ibuprofen, and muscle relaxers, 
which are narcotics and can be habit- 
forming. 

For both prevention and treatment, 
exercise is always recommended. A 
combination of stretching, 
strengthening and aerobic exercise can 
prevent injuries and help the body heal 
from a previous pain.

acupuncturist can restore balance to the 
energy flow at identifiable points on the 
skin. Acupuncture is now being used by 
millions of Americans to relieve and 
prevent pain or to manage a variety of 
health conditions. 

David Sollars says he treats many 
patients suffering from chronic back 
pain. Acupuncture, he said, can help 
alleviate pain and relax the muscles. 

The most common types of back 
injuries he sees are herniated disks, 
where the nerve root is compressed by a 
disk in the spine. The result is pain, 
numbness and weakness in that area. 

Most problems associated with back 
pain are caused by repeated injuries that 
add up over time, and are not usually 
the result of one sudden movement.

When the disk becomes stiff and 
loses the ability to act as a shock 
absorber, it can eventually collapse. 

According to Mr. Sollars, 
acupuncture helps breaks up muscle 
knots and helps get rid of inflammation.

Drinking black tea 
may help maintain 
a healthy heart 


According to a new study recently 
published in the Archives of Internal 
Medicine, women in the Netherlands 
who drank only a few cups of black tea 
per day had a significantly reduced risk 
of severe atherosclerosis — a key factor 
contributing to coronary heart disease. 
The authors of the Rotterdam Study, 
titled “Tea flavonoids may protect 
against atherosclerosis,” concluded 
that the “data provide evidence for a 
protective effect of tea drinking against 
severe atherosclerosis, especially in 
women.” Further investigations into 
the mechanisms that explain the 
protective effect of tea flavonoids in the 
cardiovascular system are warranted. 

In the study, drinking black tea was 
associated with a more than 50 percent 
reduction in severe atherosclerosis risk 
among women who drank one to two 
cups daily. Women who drank more 
than five cups of black tea daily had the 
lowest risk of severe atherosclerosis. 
The study also showed a trend toward a 
similar effect in men. 

“The Rotterdam Study results are 
especially exciting for women, who are 
frequently looking for simple, positive 
steps they can take to help improve 
their diet,” said Georgia Kostas, MPH, 
R.D., nutrition director, The Cooper 
Clinic, and author of The Balancing 
Act: Nutrition and Weight Guide. “This 
research is also particularly interesting 
for women in the United States, where 
coronary heart disease is the leading 
cause of death among women. Adding a 
few cups of regular or decaffeinated 
black tea to a balanced, daily diet can be 
an easy way to help maintain a healthy 
heart.” 

Atherosclerosis is a disease of the 
arteries that occurs when fatty material 
(plaque) accumulates under the lining 
of the artery wall. Over time, this 
buildup can restrict blood flow, 
resulting in serious health problems, 
such as coronary disease, which can 
cause heart attacks. In fact, one-half of 
all coronary heart disease deaths result 
from complications of atherosclerosis. 


“The Rotterdam Study offers 
promising new evidence for the 
beneficial effects of black tea 


flavonoids, especially in women,” said 
J.M. Geleijnse, Ph.D., affiliated with the 
Department of Epidemiology and 
Biostatistics, Erasmus University 
Medical School (Netherlands) and a 
lead author in this analysis of the 
Rotterdam Study. “According to our 
preliminary research, the antioxidant 
flavonoids in tea may help maintain a 
healthy heart by inhibiting blood 
clotting and improving vascular 
function. 

“Even after we adjusted for diet and 
lifestyle factors that play a role in heart 
disease, black tea's role in reducing the 
risk of severe atherosclerosis in women 
persisted,” Geleijnse added. 

This . analysis of the Rotterdam 
Study, which was supported by the 
Netherlands Prevention Fund and 
Unilever Research, is one of several

Nonprescription 
drug labels are now 
easier to read and 
understand. 

That’s because of a 
landmark Food and 
Drug Administration 
(FDA) regulation that 
requires over-the- 
counter (OTC) drug 
products to use a new 
label with larger print 
and clearer language, 
making it easier for 
consumers to 
understand _ product 
warnings, 
ingredients, uses, and 
directions. 

When announcing 
the new regulations, 
Vice President Al 
Gore explained, 
“Starting here and 
now, when children 
wake up sick in the middle of the night, 
parents won't have to read a dictionary 
to read the directions” on OTC labels. 

Misusing over-the-counter drugs is a 
more serious problem than many 
people realize. An estimated 178,000 
hospitalizations occur every year due 
to the misuse of over-the-counter drugs. 
Oftentime, this misuse is a direct result 
of consumer difficulty in 
understanding vital information found 
on the product label. One study found 
70 percent of caregivers were unable to 
measure the correct dose of medication 
for their children. 

To remedy that, the new labels: 

* Require a standardized, easy-to- 
follow format. They must list 
ingredients in the same place on every 
product and explain which ingredients 
treat specific symptoms; 

¢ Include critical information about 
the product, such as ingredients, dose

Eat healthy with an international flair 


People aiming for a healthful meal 
have a variety of delicious options when 
dining out, if they learn a little about 
ethnic cuisine. 

Here are some tips from Mayo Clinic 
on High Blood Pressure ($14.95) to help 
you select foods that are lower in fat and 
sodium when you want an international 
dining experience: 

¢ Chinese — Items that are steamed or 
contain the word Jum (poached), Chu 
(boiled), Kow (roasted) or Shum 
(barbecued) are much lower in fat than 
their fried counterparts. To avoid extra 
sodium, ask that the sauce be served on 
the side or made without soy sauce or 
monosodium glutamate (MSG). 

* Italian — Pasta itself is low fat. But 
adding rich cheese or cream sauce makes 
a dish’s fat content skyrocket. Fresh 
tomato-based sauces are lower in fat and 
help you meet your daily vegetable 
requirements. Pancetta and prosciutto 
(Italian bacon and ham) are high in salt. 
Avoid sauces containing them in favor of 
grilled shrimp or chicken. 

¢ Mexican — Fajitas are a good choice 
in Mexican restaurants because you can 
control what you put on them. Burritos 
and soft tacos are also good choices. 


Avoid sour cream and guacamole and 
pile on the vegetable-rich salsa. Go easy 
on the cheese, and request black beans 
instead of refried beans. Many 
restaurants serve fried tortilla chips and 
salsa for you to snack on before your 
meal; request plain tortillas and salsa 
instead. 

¢ Japanese - Japanese cuisine 
contains lots of fish, vegetables and rice. 
However, it is also often very salty. Avoid 
items containing soy sauce. If you are 
uncertain how an item is prepared, ask. 

* New American — Herb-rubbed and 
pan-roasted meats have lots of flavor but 
little added salt or fat. These restaurants, 
which generally feature Mediterranean, 
Pacific Rim or American Southwest 
cooking, usually serve lots of seafood. 
Seafood is a good choice, as long as it is 
not fried or smothered in creamy sauce.

High fiber diets may help prevent obesity and cardiovascular disease 


LOS ANGELES - The amount of fiber 
consumed may better predict weight 
gain, insulin levels, and _ other 
cardiovascular disease (CVD) risk 
factors than the amount of total fat 
consumed, according to an article in the 
October 27 issue of The Journal of the 
American Medical Association (JAMA), 


a theme issue on obesity. 

David S. Ludwig, M.D., Ph.D., from 
Children’s Hospital, Boston, and 
colleagues studied 2,909 healthy young 
black and white adults enrolled in the 
Coronary Artery Risk Development in 
Young Adults (CARDIA) Study to 
determine the role of fiber compared 


with other major dietary components in 
the development of obesity and other 
CVD risk factors. 

Dr. Ludwig presented the findings 
from the study at the American Medical 
Association’s 18th Annual Science 
Reporters Conference at the University 
of California at Los Angeles.

Rising life expectancy means 
members of the huge baby boom 
generation, who are nearing old age, 
can look forward to more golden years 
than their parents. 

One reason: Death rates from heart 
disease for Americans ages 65 to 84 
have decreased by about half since 
1970, and for those 85 and older by 21 
percent, the CDC said. 

Life expectancy for Americans at 
birth is 76.5 years. But someone who 
reaches age 65 can now expect to live to 


83, according to the CDC. Someone who 
reaches 85 can expect to live to be more 
than 90. 

The CDC report said about half of 
men and two-thirds of women older 
than 70 have arthritis. A third of-all 
Americans in that age group have high 
blood pressure, and 11 percent have 
diabetes. 

Women over age 85 were the most 
likely among senior citizens to need 
everyday help, with 23 percent 
requiring assistance with at least one 
basic activity, such as dressing or

going to the toilet. 

Two-thirds of older Americans not 
disabled at age 65 or older get some 
light exercise, like stretching or 
walking, at least once every two weeks. 
However, only a third of elderly 
exercisers get the recommended 30 
minutes on most days of the week. 

The CDC report was part of the 
federal agency’s annual “Health, 
United States” statistical reference, 
which is based on government surveys. 
The most current figures given on the 
elderly were for the years 1995-97.

high-density lipoprotein cholesterol 
[HDL-C], low-density lipoprotein 
cholesterol [LDL-C] and _ fibrinogen;

middle, smoking, physical inactivity, 
high blood pressure and several blood 
abnormalities. The prevalence of CVD 
remains high in the United States 
despite reductions in total and 
saturated fat intake to levels near 
government recommendations. 

Obesity, age, physical inactivity and 
genetic factors may _ result’ in 
hyperinsulinemia (increased levels of 
insulin in the blood) and _ insulin 
resistance. These conditions result 
when more insulin is required to be 
secreted and released into’ the 
bloodstream to achieve a constant blood 
sugar level. While this compensatory 
process maintains glucose tolerance, 
chronic increased levels of insulin may 
increase risk of cardiovascular disease.

hyperinsulinemia and, by implication, 
cardiovascular disease, according to the 
researchers. 

“We believe that the strong inverse 
associations between dietary fiber and 
multiple CVD risk factors - excessive 
weight gain, central adiposity, elevated 
blood pressure, hypertriglyceridemis, 
low HDL-C, high LDL-C and high 
fibrinogen -— are mediated, at least in 
part, by insulin levels,” the authors 
write. “Dietary fiber exerts a major 
effect on the glycemic, and therefore the 
insulinemic, response to carbohydrate 
in a meal. Fiber was shown, for 
example, to account for about 40 percent 
of the variance in glycemic index (a 
measure of the rate of carbohydrate 
absorption) among 18 starchy foods. 
Due to its inherently high glycemic 
index, a low-fiber diet would tend to

stimulate relatively more _ insulin 
secretion than a high-fiber diet. In this 
study, the highest insulin levels after 
adjustment for BMI were indeed found 
among individuals with the lowest fiber 
intake. 

“In summary, dietary fiber was 
inversely associated with insulin levels, 
weight gain and other risk factors for 
CVD in young adults,” conclude the 
authors. “The findings from this 
investigation, together with those of the 

Health Professionals’ Follow-up 
Study, raise the interesting possibility 
that fiber may play a greater role in 
determining CVD risk than total or 
saturated fat intake. Long-term 
interventional studies are needed to 
examine the effects of high-fiber and low 
glycemic index diets in the prevention 
of obesity and CVD.”

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Tai Chi benefits seniors

Retirement is _ for 
relaxation, right? 

Not so. For some seniors, it is the 
time to get moving. Hospitals, senior 
centers and wellness centers are filled 
with older Americans seeking physical 
fitness. And they should. Hundreds of 
medical studies show the value of 
physical exercise. Even exercising 
three times a week can help increase 
muscle strength, flexibility, balance, 
endurance and _ posture. Regular 
exercise prevents high blood pressure, 
heart disease and obesity. Osteoporosis 
is prevented through exercise, as the 
joint bones and spinal bones repair 
themselves more rapidly when the 
body is functioning properly. 

But you knew that. Still, middle-aged 
Americans exercise less than older 
Americans. According to the 
Administration on Aging, only 30 
percent of people aged 45 to 64 exercise 
regularly. That figure rises to 33 
percent for people over 65. Still, half of 
retired Americans are sedentary. 

A list of classes at any senior center 
or health facility shows exercise 
Classes for seniors are more than 
popular. And, the classes aren’t just 
jumping jacks and stretches. Older 
Americans are jumping into the latest 
trends in fitness, from yoga to country 
dancing to Tai Chi.

Rick and Amy Wong teach Tai Chi 


- at various locations in the area. Mr. 


Wong, a physical therapist, teaches at 
the Melrose Senior Center, at various 
elderly housing complexes and at his 
martial arts school in Melrose. Mrs. 
Wong teaches Tai Chi to senior citizens 
at the North Andover Senior Center 
and at the Wincester Hospital’s Family 
Medical Center in Wilmington. She 
also demonstrated Tai Chi in the 1998 
U.S. National Chinese Martial Arts 
international arena. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Wong are 
experienced in a variety of martial arts, 
but have found that the slow, even 
movements of Tai Chi are perfect for 
senior citizens. 

“It’s non-stressful,” said Mr. Wong. 
“It is smooth, circular movements. 
There’s no jarring, no impact. The 
focus is not on strength or speed. There 
is less jarring to the body than walking 
in the mall.” 

Tai Chi is an ancient Chinese art of 
self-defense, comprised of slow 
movements. While used for defense, the 
emphasis was placed on force rather 
than strength. According to Tai Chi 
Chuan, a website of information on the 
martial arts, the philosophy behind Tai 
Chi is that the movements encourage 
the flow of energy through the body. 
The energy, known as “Chi”, can 
become blocked and Chinese medicinal 
practitioners believe that blocked 
energy is the cause of illness. Tai Chi is 
one method of releasing that energy. 

Obviously, Tai Chi can be done by 
people of all ages. However, Mr. Wong 
said Tai Chi has a big appeal to senior 
citizens, and rightfully so. > 

The Journal of American Geriatrics 


Society released a report two years ago, 
Stating that the ancient martial art 
benefits seniors by helping to reduce 
the risk of falls. According to one of the 
studies cited in the article, senior 
citizens who participated in Tai Chi 
Classes reduced their risk of falling by 
almost 50 percent. The conclusion was 
that Tai Chi increased a person’s 
awareness of their body’s abilities, thus 
increasing their confidence. Many falls 
occur, the article stated, when a person 
loses his or her balance and panics. The 
study also stated that Tai Chi is a 
Stress-free way for a person to hold on 
to strength and balance as they age. 

The study was seen as a break- 
through, as it is estimated that falls 
among senior citizens cost more than 
$12 billion in the U.S. each year and the 
cost of the frailty that can result is even 
higher. 

Mr. Wong also points to the way in 
which seniors exercise — in classes. 
“The seniors are really interested in 
the social aspect of the class,” he said. 
“There’s an appeal of the group aspect.” 


Teaching Tai 

To teach Tai Chi to a beginner 
requires three components, said Mr. 
Wong. The instructor and_ students 
should be aware of what their feet are 
doing, what their upper body is doing 
and what the person’s trunk or torso is 
doing. While all three are obviously 
related, Mr. Wong said the movements 
are taught separately to allow people to 
keep their balance, which is a large 
component of Tai Chi. 

Mr. Wong said he begins his class 
with footwork, demonstrating the 
moves with feet only. Again, the 
emphasis is on balance. Secondly, the 
instructor moves to hand and upper 
body motions. Lastly, the focus is on 
how the torso is moving with relation 
to the feet and the upper body. 

“It allows us to work on someone’s 
deficit,” he said. “If someone is 
particularly clumsy with their hands 
or their waist is stiff, then you can 
work on the primary problem.” 

Mr. Wong said students who are 
senior citizens are not always focused 
on the exact choreography of the 
moves. Rather, they enjoy moving their 
body and exercising without causing 
stress to their bones or joints. Another 
attraction, Mr. Wong believes, is the 
concentration and focus. While there 
are other forms of exercise seniors can 
take part in, Tai Chi requires mental 
attention as well as physical attention. 
“It is a conscious thought process,” he 
said. “On a treadmill or a stationary 
bike, you don’t need to think. I think 
seniors like having to concentrate.” He 
cites country line dancing, another 
popular activity for seniors, as offering 
the same draw. It is exercise that 
requires concentration. 

There are more benefits derived 
from Tai Chi, one being relaxation. 
Many martial arts offer relaxation and 
stress relief benefits. Tai Chi, 
according to Mr. Wong, is one martial 
art that offers relaxation and physical 
exercise together.

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Tai Chi benefits seniors 


The stress reduction factor comes 
from slowing down your breathing. Mr. 
Woiif said the slowed breathing helps 
to lower blood pressure and heart rate. 
He compares it to a person’s daily life. 
While you are rushing to work, 
running to the grocery store or fighting 
rush hour traffic, your blood pressure 
and heart rate increase. We’ve all been 
told to take a deep breath, right? That 
deep breath is what begins the process 
of slowing down the heart rate and 
blogg pressure. Mr. Wong said because 
Tai Chi is a slow, steady art, a person’s 
breathing is slowed. “The breathing 
component is what all meditation is 
based on,” he said. “Only instead of 
static postures, it is a continuous 
movement.” The meditation is similar 
to yoga, only yoga’s movements are 
more stationary and Tai  Chi’s 
movements are fluid. 

Mr. Wong said the relaxation is a 
huge factor for senior citizens, as many 


suffer from high blood pressure. “If you 
slow down your method of breathing,” 
he said, “then that leads to a drop in 
heart rate.” 


Consider this 

There are a few factors to consider 
before taking part in anything 
physical. A person should be in fairly 
good health. Mr. Wong said a large 
majority of his classes take place in 
senior citizen centers. There, he said, 
he can assume the students are 
physically mobile because they are 
capable of getting out. Also, Tai Chi 
moves can be designed for a person’s 
limitations. Teaching in a_ senior 
citizen housing complex, he said he can 
tailor moves for people restricted to 
wheelchairs. Such students could use 
upper body motions, rather than their 
entire body. 

Balance is one area of Tai Chi that 
can be a problem for senior citizens.

studies indicating that tea drinking 
may play a positive role in a healthy 
diet.

Some experience joint or knee 
problems, others might walk using a 
cane, but Mr. Wong said all of those 
limitations can be overcome. 

“If they are unsteady or have 
balance problems, they might stand 
close to the wall,” he said, “Or they 
might keep their cane with them. If 
they are really unsteady, we*have a 
family member or a physical therapy 
aide there to guard them and protect 
them.” 

Mr. Wong said he is approached by 
parents who hope Tai Chi will help 
their children with certain injuries or 
limitations. While he said their 
physical bodies can benefit, the 
slowness and steadiness can be an 
obstacle for a child. “I think seniors 
understand that Tai Chi involves 
patience,” he said. “With children, that 
can be almost impossible.” 

But the art is so gentle and adaptable 
that physical therapists do use it to 


rehabilitate patients. Mr. Wong said 
people who, due to insurance, might 
only be allowed a few sessions with a 
therapist, can learn Tai Chi and 
continue practicing the moves at home. 
People with knee’ and __ joint 
replacements benefit, and even stroke 
victims who might have an altered 
perception of balance can gain more 
physical strength and a_ better 
understanding of their body. 


There are very few people who could 
not do Tai Chi, he said. Someone with 
severe balance problems and physical 
limitations might experience 
difficulties. However, he said there are 
very few restrictions a person cannot 
overcome. “Anybody can do it,” said 
Mr. Wong.

on their own at home. 

As far as the different techniques of 
acupuncture are concerned, Mr. Sollars 
said they’re all effective; it’s just a 
matter of diagnosing the patient to find 
which method would work the best for 
him or her.

There are 
non-needle techniques, as well, such as 
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electro-auricular therapy, which 
involves touching the outer surface of 
the ear with a small, rod-shaped probe. 
This probe finds the corresponding 
points in the ear to match the problems 
in the body. Then, “the points are 
stimulated using the same instrument. 


Mr. Sollars said acupuncture also 
helps relieve sciatica, pain along the 
course of the sciatic nerve, which runs 
from the lower back down the legs.

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Humane Sociely offers tips to reduce risk of dog bites 


DALLAS (AP) “Only God can make 
aface,” mused Dr. A. Jay Burns, plastic 
surgery reconstruction specialist, after 
overseeing foundation surgery to save 
the face _ and life of two-year-old 
Mycha Herbert. 

The toddler was playing with the 
family dog in his backyard Labor Day 
weekend 1998 when the dog 
unexpectedly attacked. The animal bit 
the child in the face _ typical for 
attacks on small children _ and tore 
away the soft facial tissue from below 
the eyes to the neck. 

Mycha spent two weeks unconscious 
in intensive care at Children’s Medical 

Center of Dallas, not expected to 
live. It was one of the worst cases 
Burns and his team of doctors from 
Children’s and UT _ Southwestern 
Medical Center at Dallas had ever seen. 
They spent a_ straight 39 hours 
transplanting muscle, skin and tissue 
from other parts of the child’s body to 
cover his exposed facial bones. 

.Mycha survives today because of 
their skills but faces more 
reconstructive surgery. 

“"We live with regret about what 
happened, but we want to teach people 
about how serious dog bites can be,” 
said his father, Bobby Herbert. “We left 
him alone for only a few minutes, but 
we now have a lifetime of living with 
what happened.” 

Dog bites account for 4.5 million 
injuries annually, according to the 
Journal of the American Medical

Association, and children have the 
highest rate of emergency room visits 
from the attacks. 

There is no sure way to “bite-proof” 
your dog, says the Humane Society of 
the United States, but you can reduce 


the risk that he will bite someone. 
Recommendations from the 
organization: 


« Spay or neuter your pet. Spayed or 
neutered dogs are three times less 
likely to bite. 

* Socialize your dog. Introduce him 
to different types of people and 
situations so that he’s not nervous or 
frightened under normal social 
circumstances. 

¢ Train your dog. Every member of 
your household needs to learn the 
training techniques and participate in 
the dog’s education. 

* Teach your dog appropriate 
behavior. Don’t play aggressive games 
with the dog such as wrestling, tug-of- 
war, or “siccing” him on another 
person. 

* Be a responsible owner. Licence 
your dog as required by law and 
provide regular veterinary care, 
including rabies vaccinations. Don’t 
allow your dog to roam. Make your dog 
a member of the family. Dogs who 
spend a lot of time in the backyard or 
tied out on chain often become 
dangerous. Dogs who are well- 
socialized and supervised rarely bite. 

¢ Err on the safe side. If you don’t 
know how your dog will react to a new 


situation, be cautious. If he may panic 
in crowds, leave him at home. If your 
dog overreacts to visitors or delivery or 
service personnel, keep him in another 
room. Help the dog become accustomed 
to a variety of situations. Until you are 


confident of his behavior, avoid 
stressful settings. 

The society also has advice for you 
as a potential bite victim: 


* Never approach a strange dog, 
especially one who’s tied or confined 
behind a fence or car. Don’t pet a dog + 
even your own * without letting him 
see and sniff you first. Never turn your 
back to a dog and run away; his natural 
instinct is to chase and catch you. 
Don’t disturb a dog while she’s 
sleeping, eating, chewing on a toy, or 
caring for puppies. Always assume that 
a dog who doesn’t know you considers 
you an intruder or a threat. 

¢ If approached by a dog who may be 
on the attack, don’t scream and run. 
Remain motionless, hands at your 
sides, and avoid eye contact with the 
dog. Once the dog loses interest in you, 
slowly back away until he is out of 
sight. 

* If the dog does attack, “feed” him 
your jacket, purse, bicycle, or anything 
you can put between yourself and the 
dog. 

* If you fall or are knocked to the 
ground, curl into a ball with your 
hands over your ears and remain 
motionless. Try not to scream or roll 
around.

CHICAGO - Greater physical activity 
and exercise is associated with a 
substantial reduction in the risk of 
developing type 2 (non-insulin dependent 
adult onset) diabetes mellitus, according 
to an article in a recent issue of The 
Journal of the American Medical 
Association (JAMA). 

Frank B. Hu, MD., Ph.D., from the

years old who had not been diagnosed 
with diabetes, cardiovascular disease or 
cancer who answered questions about 
the type, duration and intensity of their 
physical activities in 1996.

over an eight-year period. They found 
that 1,419 had been diagnosed with 
diabetes mellitus in that period. The 
researchers also found that the more 
intense the physical activity (measured 
by the amount of energy expended) the 
less the risk of being diagnosed with 
diabetes. 

Using MET-hours (a way to calculate 
the amount of energy expended on 
average per week) and adjusting for age, 
smoking habits, alcohol use, history of 
hypertension, history of high cholesterol 
level, parental history of diabetes and 
other factors, the researchers found the 
following relative risks: 

» Expending 0 through 2.0 MET hours

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.. How can you tell whether your 
’ child is using illegal drugs? One in 
four twelfth graders and one in eight 
eighth graders have reported using 
an illegal drug in the past month. 

“As an emergency physician, one 
of the most painful experiences I’ve 
had is telling a parent that her child 
has just died from a drug overdose,” 
said Dr. Larry Alexander of the 
American College of Emergency 
- Physicians. “This is happening all too 
often in America today. The use of 
illicit drugs is spreading from high 
schools, to junior high-even to grade 
schools-and drug users are coming 
from all walks of life. We must 
educate young people about the 
dangers of drug use and employ every 
means possible to prevent its use.” 

Here are some symptoms to watch 
for to help you know whether your 
child is using drugs: 

¢« Unexplained deterioration in 
school performance; 

* Sudden resistance to authority, 
defiance; 

« Attitude changes; 

« Behavior problems; 

* High-risk behavior, such as 
stealing or sexual promiscuity; 

¢ Extreme mood _ swings 
depression, anger); 

* Changes in relationships or 
eating habits; 

« Slurred speech;

¢ Presence of drug paraphernalia 
(cigarette papers, pipes, spoons). 

Talking about drugs can be 
uncomfortable for parents. But if you 
don’t talk to them, someone else will. 

“Parents are the first defense in 
preventing drug use,” said Dr. 
Alexander. “So educate yourself so 
you can give accurate information 
and explain the negative 
consequences of specific drugs. And 
remember to show by example that 
drugs are not a healthy choice.” 

In 1997, past month drug use 
increased to 26 percent among 12th 
graders, up from 14 percent in 1992. 
According to ACEP, few young people 
have a clear understanding of the 
risks associated with drug use, and 
even fewer view drug use as a 
negative behavior. In addition, drugs 
are readily available to anyone who 
wants to buy them, and the purity of 
drugs like cocaine and heroin is at it 
highest level historically, making 
their use more feasible and more 
affordable than ever before-as well as 
more dangerous.

percent less risk of being diagnosed with 
diabetes than someone expending 0 
through 2.0 MET hours per week) 

¢ Expending 4.7 through 10.4 MET 
hours per week - relative risk 0.75 (25 
percent less risk of being diagnosed with 
diabetes than someone expending 0 
through 2.0 MET hours per week) 

¢ Expending 10.5 through 21.7 MET 
hours per week - relative risk 0.62 (38 
percent less risk of being diagnosed with 
diabetes than someone expending 0 
through 2.0 MET hours per week) 

¢ Expending more than 21.7 MET 
hours per week - relative risk 0.54 (46 
percent less risk of being diagnosed with 
diabetes than someone expending 0 
through 2.0 MET hours per week) 

The MET value is the calculation of 
the energy needed per kilogram of body 
weight per hour of activity divided by the 
amount of energy needed per kilogram of 
body weight per hour when the body is at 
rest. MET-hours were calculated as the 
average time spent per week on various 
physical activities and the MET value of 
those activities. 

“Few women [in this study] engaged 
in regular vigorous activities,” the 
authors write. “Among the individual 
vigorous activities, calisthenics or 
aerobics was associated with the greatest 
reduction in type 2 diabetes risk. Other 
vigorous activities, including jogging, 
running and playing tennis, were also 
inversely associated with risk 9of being 
diagnosed with diabetes.)

bicycling were not _ significantly 
associated with risk of diabetes. This 
finding may be due to the highly variable 
intensity with which these activities may 
be performed.” 

According to the authors, 
“approximately 47 percent of women in 
1986 reported no vigorous activity, and 60 
percent of all women reported that they 
walked at least one hour per week. There 
was a strong inverse association between 
walking score and risk of type 2 
diabetes.” 

The researchers also looked at the 
association between diagnoses with 
diabetes and walking for those women 
who reported that their only physical 
activity as walking. After adjusting for 
the same factors as when they 
categorized the participants by MET 
hours, the researchers found the 
following relative risks: 

* MET score less than 0.5 - relative 
risk 1.0 

* MET score of 0.6 through 2.0 - 
relative risk 0.91 (9 percent less risk of 

being diagnosed with diabetes than 
someone with a MET score less than 0.5 
for walking) 

* MET score of 2.1 through 38 - 
relative risk 0.73 (27 percent less risk of 
being diagnosed with diabetes than 
someone with a MET score less than 0.5 
for walking) 

* MET score of 39 through 99 - 
relative risk 0.69 (31 percent less risk of 
being diagnosed with diabetes than 
someone with a MET score less than 0.5

for walking) 

* MET score equal to or greater than 
10.0 — relative risk 0.58 (42 percent less 
risk of being diagnosed with diabetes 
than someone with a MET score less 
than 0.5 for walking) 

The researchers also categorized these 
women by their walking pace (easy, 
normal or brisk to very brisk), again 
adjusting for the same factors as when 
they categorized the participants by 
MET hours, the researchers found the 
following relative risks: 

« Easy (usual walking pace of less than 
3.2 kilometers per hour [less than 
approximately 2 miles per hour]) - 
relative risk 1.0 

« Normal (usual walking pace between 
3.2 and 48 kilometers per hour 
[approximately 2 miles per hour to 3 
miles per hour]) - relative risk 0.72 (28 
percent less risk of being diagnosed with 
diabetes than someone whose usual 
walking pace is less than 3.2 kilometers 
per hour) 

¢ Brisk to very brisk (usual walking 
pace of more than 48 kilometers per 
hour [more than approximately 3 miles 
per hour]) - relative risk 0.41 (59 percent 
less risk of being diagnosed with diabetes 
than someone whose usual walking pace 
is less than 3.2 kilometers per hour) 

The authors found that the 
association between _ progressively 
higher energy expenditure from walking 
and decreasing risk of type 2 diabetes 
was similar to that same _ inverse 


association found for other physical 
activities. “This finding is reassuring, 
since walking is a physical activity that 
is highly accessible, readily adopted, and 
rarely associated with physical activity- 
related injury,” the authors write. 

The authors speculate as to the 
association between physical activity 
and diabetes risk: “It is biologically 
plausible that physical activity might 
reduce the risk of type 2 diabetes, 
because physical activity increases 
glucose [simple sugar used by the body 
for energy] disposal through a number of 
pathways. 

Physical activity has independent 
effects on glucose disposal by increasing 
both insulin-mediated and non-insulin- 
mediated glucose disposal. A single bout 
of physical activity increases insulin- 
mediated glucose uptake for more than 
24 hours.” 

“This large prospective study suggests 
that both walking and vigorous activity 
are associated with substantial 
reductions in risk of type 2 diabetes in 
women,” according to the authors. “We 
observed comparable magnitudes of risk 
reduction with walking and vigorous 
activity in this cohort, when total energy 
expenditures were similar. Our findings 
lend additional support to current 
guidelines from the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention and the National 
Institutes of Health that recommend that 
Americans should accumulate at least 30 
minutes of moderate-intensity physical 
activity on most, but preferably all, days 
of the week.”
